MPORTANT DECISION TO HORSEMEN, 



Horsemen will be interested in .a recent deeision 
handed down in the Palifornia Supreme Court in 
tin; ease of Henry Delaney and Donlon brothers 
against tiio Southern Pacific Railroad. The plaln- 
lifTs sued lo recover the value of two horses killed 
in a wreck, alleging their value to be $1,200 and 
$1,.’'>00 respeci ively. The company defended the 
claim on the grounds that the plaititiffs bad placed 
a valuation of $20 each against the liorscs to secure 
low freight rates, and although the lower court 
gave Jmlgmcnt for the values asked, the Supreme 
Court held that the valuation placed upon the 
horses for the purpo.se of securing low freight rates 
was all that i*ouId be recovered, and reversed the 
jiiilgnient of (he lower court and remanded the case 
for retrial. The Supreme Court holds that despite 
one of . the horses was proved to be worth 
$1.‘20(», and the other $l,.yK), the valuation which 
the owners placed ui*on them for shipping pur- 
poses constituted an implied contract to hold the 
company responsible only to the extent of $20 
each.

Thoiigli tliere is a long siri-tch of tlie English 
flat racing season to cotne, there is no dottbt about 
the liest two-year-old of the y**ar before the ptiblic. 
His name is AA'hite Eagle, a chestnut cidt by 
Galiitiule, out of Merry Gal, and own**d by AA'. Hall 
AA’alker. .Along with several minor evnis AA’hite 
Eagle has <*aidured four of tin* biggest two-year-old 
races of the English turf, and when the curtain 
rings ilown on the season his total winnings will 
in ali probability exceed $loO.(HiO. 

Since his first appearance this son of Galliniile 
lias had the **asiest sopt of a task in *'oming home 
ill fr*mt, no matter wliat the distance or tlie 
weight. But admirers of tlie colt, good as ho is, 
were set thinking over tlie r<*snlt of the National 
Bre**ilers’ Pro*lu«*e If’akes at Sand*>wn. This stake 
was worth $2.7, (K)0. and *>ii|Kis**d to AA’hite E.agle, 
among other cracks, was Rhislora, a filly owneil 
by Croker, and a half-sist**r to the Derb.v winner, 
(Irby. Her previous form showed her to he little 
Ix-lter than Hie average plater, and by no means 
to be ranked in the same coinpany as AA’hite Eagle. 
She won tin* TeiiHi Cadogan Plate at I^eopardstown 
ill Ireland, and subs<**pienlly chas«*d home Temer- 
aire to a length in <ine of the leading events at 
AA’aterford in an attempt to give away eleven 
pounds. 

Inclusive <if the sex allowance RlusUira was in 
r**c**ipt of twelve pounds from AA’hite Eagle, and 
there was some notice taken of lier in the betting, 
for the starting prii*e was 7 to 1 against, while 
AA’liite Eagle was 5 to 2 on. AA’lien half the dis- 
lanee-live furlongs — had been traversed, AVhite 
Eagle went to the front, followed by RluHlora, 
and after an exciting finish the colt won by a head. 
(If course iioIhsI.v knows how much was left 
AV’iiite Eagle, but Lynhani, his rider, did not touch 
liiiii eitli**r with whip or st**el, but all the time 
he kejit a sharp eye on Rhodora as .she crept up. 

AA’hile AA’liite Eagle was earning fame at San- 
down aiiotli(*r two-year-old Is'lnnging to the same 
owner was performing creditably at the Liv<*rpool 
summer meeting. This was tlie bay «*olt Indian 
luiimer, by Ladas, oi^ of I’intail, and he was suc- 
ecssfiil in the .Mersey Stakes, a live and a half fur 
longs event worth alxuit $4,(HK>. It was the colt’s 
tliird appearance in public and he lieat such giHKl 
tines as Rambling Rector, Hat Trick, Royal Des- 
mond. PiKU* Boy and Miss SiH*ndthrift. It is thought 
tliat AA’hite Eagle. Riiodora and Sir .Archibald, an- 
other crack youngster, may meet in Hie Glmcrack 
Stakes at York, tlie race wliieh usually winds up 
Hie two-year-old season. But Hall AA’alker it ap- 
piars. is just now thinking that AA’hite Eagle with 
a few more engageni*>nts b**fore him, will have 
enough for the sea.s*in, so it is laissible he may not 
face Hie gate for the Gimcrack. 

King Edward has a promising string of two-y**ar- 
olds. blit one of the best s*.*eins to be Simpatica, 
winner of the Soltykoff Staki's at the Newmarket 
s**eond July meeting. She is a Wown filly by St. 
Simon, out of Laoilamiua and carried her llo 
pounds to victory in the most decisive style. Ac 
cording to the reiiorts the filly had clone well on the 
trial grounds, but in the liettiiig was set aside for 
Hie superior claims of Beauty Sleep, La*ly Mine. 
Barngate and Kirklington. B**auty Sle**p, a win- 
ner at the second spring spring meeting,’ was the 
favorite and led for a while, Simpatica being among 
tlie first three from the start.

Tluiiigh but a novice he gave a 
rousing display of spe<*d in the Prince of Wal**s 
Stakes at GiXHlwiKid. AA’hen called upon he came 
away from the field like a streak and won with a 
lot to spare. On the same day in the Rous Memorial 
Stakes Sol Joel’s Persuasion was the favorite and 
he won quite easily. 

Of the two-year-old fillies the most promising 
seems to be an unnamed bay by St. .Simon, out of 
Pace Egger. and she is the property of Lord Derby. 
Sh** won the great Lancashire Unsiiice Stakes of

from a stout fiekl and with a long price against 
her.
